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ORDER REMANDING TO EXAMINER 



On May 21, 2001, appellant submitted an amendment 
(Paper No. 9) which requested cancellation of claim 18 and the 
addition of claim 35. According to the Office communication 
mailed May 31, 2001 (Paper No. 10), "[t]he proposed amendment (s) 
will be entered upon the timely submission of a Notice of Appeal 
and Appeal Brief with requisite fees." It should be noted that 
a timely Notice of Appeal and Appeal Brief were filed. However, 
a review of the record indicates the amendment was not entered.

page 3 of the Examiner's Answer mailed December 18, 2001 (Paper 
No . 15) states : 



Appellant's brief includes a statement 
that claims 1-19 and 21 are re j ected . The 
grouping of the claims are: claims 1-12, 15, 
16, 19, and 21 stand or fall together; 
claims 13 and 14 stand or fall together; 
claim 17 stands or falls together; and 
claim 35 stands or falls together and 
provides reasons as set forth in 37 CFR 
1. 192 (c) (7) and (c) (8) . 



The Examiner's Answer fails to specifically address the rejection
